Charles G. Peper Testifies That 


Former Evidence He Gave 
Was Untrue. 





HAD PROMISED PARENT 





On Witness Stand Breaks Pledge : 


to Take Blame for Father’s 
Business Failure, 





HE ACCUSES CORNELIUS

Robert P. Dula of New York, a to- 


bacco manufacturer, testified for the de- : 
fense Friday in the suit on trial before | 


Circuit Judge Reynolds to break the 
will of Christian Peper, tobacco million- 
aire. The defendants are Peper’s son, 
Fred G. Peper, executor of the estate, 
and Christian Cornelius, a foster son, 
whose share in the $4,000,000 estate un- 
der the wiil is the cause of the fight 


which other children of the millionaire 
are making to break it. 

Dula told of having had a transac- 
tion with Christian Peper in June. 1993, 
when a contract was made with him for 
the purchase of tobacco stems. He was 
told by Fred and Chris, he said, when 
he went to the office, that he would 
have to wait until the elder Peper came. 
When he came the contract was closed. 
The witness stated that he appeared to 
be sane and capable of such a tran- 
saction. 

Dr. Frank R. Fry, who was called into 
6nsultation three days before the death 
of Christian Peper, testified, after an 
objection, on the ground of privilege, 
had been overruled, that Mr. Peper 
was very feeble and was extremely de- 
lirious. 

A hypothetical question covering the 
facts of the case as brought out on the 
plaintiffs’ side, asked by Attorney Lau- 
rie, was objected to by Judge Klein on 
the ground that there was not incorpor- 
ated in the question facts favorable to 
the defense that had been adduced. 


Doctors Says Peper Not Sane. 


The objection was overruled and Dr. 
Fry answered tthat he would say that 
Mr. Peper was not of sound and dis- 
posing mind on July &, 1903, when the 
will was made. 

On cross-examination Dr. Fry said 
that if it were shown that Mr. Peper 
had attended to business duties in his 
usual intelligent manner during May, 
1903, and there was no evidence of 
previous insanity, he would conclude 
that he was sane at that time. 

Dr. Fry was asked by Judge Klein if 
he had ever seen a perfectly sane per- 
son. The doctor said he would not un- 
dertake to answer the question unless 
a standard of mental integrity were set 
up. He declined to set up such a stand- 
ard and would not admit that men of 
his profession could discover the seeds 
of insanity In every mind. 


Evidences of Insanity. 


Cross-examined on the element of the 
hypothetical question he said an aged 
person who failed to recognize his own 


sister was not necessarily insane. Hé 
thought that a person who had an idea 
that the earth might topple over

GIFT WAS A BIG SURPRISE 





Money Came Through the Mail 
and Is for Addition to 
the Home. 


James Campbell, multimillionaire, 
railroad magnate, stock broker and pro- 
moter, played Santa Claus to the Little 
Sisters cf the Poor, 300 South Grand 
avenue, Tuescay noon, two weeks in 


advance of the merry Christmas Day. 
Before these gisters realized that their 
necessities had reached a dozen persons 
in the community. Mr. Campbell had 
signed a check for $5000 and ordered it 
sent to them. It was like a prayer sent 


swered immediately. 

‘In a newspaper of Tuesday appeared 
an item that the Little Sisters of the 
Poor needed $6000 to erect an addition to 
their present quarters, which have long 
been inadequate to shelter the aged 
poor, who find a refuge there. Mr. 
Campbell, glancing over the paper, saw 
that item. He was sitting in his com- 
fortable office the Commonwealth 
Trust Building. 

He called his bookkeeper. 

‘‘Make me out a check for $5000,"’ said 
‘he, “payable to the Mother Superior of 
ithe Little Sisters of the Poor.’’ 
| The bookkeeper asked no questions, 
_ but wrote out the check and took it to 
his chief's desk. Mr. Campbell quickly 
i'affixed his signature, and the check was 
/on itS way to the convent house on 
; South Grand avenue in the afternoon 
mail. Before the ink was dry on the 
paper the donor had turned to the stock 
market quotations and dismissed the in- 
cident from his mind. 

Gave 83000 on Cold Day. 

Mr. Campbell declines to discuss the 
gift or even to confirm it. 
| That his charities come on the spur 
of the moment is illustrated by an in- 
cident of last winter. 

On the coldest day of the winter Mr. 
i'Campbell reached his office, covered to 
‘his ears with furs and in an overcoat 
‘reaching to his heels. Even the ther- 
feprencr in the private office of the 
millionaire had not reached its usual 
imark, indicating comforting warmth. 
| “Brrr,” growled Mr. Campbell to his 
bookkeeper, “‘it is cold. Reed, I guess 
i'you'd better make me out three checks 
for $1000 apiece.”’ 

Each check was made out to a char- 
‘i{table organization. 

When Mr. Campbell had signed thé 
‘checks he walked over to the heater to 
warm his hands. Then he sat down at 
his desk and got busy with his mail.

Saloons in St. Louis and all over Mis- 
sourt will be forced to be closed from 
midnight to 5 a. m. every day if Gov. 
Folk has his way. He says that 7 
per cent of the serious crimes with 


which the authorities have to deal oc- 


cur “between these hours. 

In the bill which he will have present- 
ed to the Legislature asking that the 
office of State Excise Commissioner be 
appointed, he will incorporate a previ- 
Sion for the midnight closing of saloons, 

Simultaneous with the Governor's an- 
nouncement is the action of “hief of Po- 
lice Creecy in ordering his men to see 
that gambling of all kinds is prohibited 
in the saloons of St. Louis.

Proprietors of saloons will 
not be permitted to keep dice boxes with 
which customers may shake for the 
drinks. 

If it is reperted that a bartender per- 
mits two prospective buyers to match 
pennies to see who shall pay the score 
this shall be held to constitute gambling 
and the police will prefer charges with 
the Excise Commissioner against the 
proprietor, 

Many saloon keepers made a vigorous 
protest to Chief Creecy against this rul- 
ing, telling him that it would greatly 


injure their business, but their appeals , 


were in vain. 
Warned About Open Shutters. 
Dramshop keepers in St. Louis are 


now being summoned to appear at Ex- 
cise Commissioner Mulvihill’s office for 
keeping the blinds or curtains of their 
places down or the screen doors closed 
on Sunday, so as to shut out a view 
of the interior of their places of busi- 
ness, 

Last Sunday an employe of the Ex- 
clse Commissioner's office made an in- 
Bpection of the saloons in the district 
bounded by Franklin avenue, Washing- 
ton avenue, Eighteenth _ street 
Broadway and noted the saloons, 
which a view from end to end was shut 
Out by blinds, curtains or screen doors.

“Semile dementia in some persons 
progresses so rapidly.” he said, “that 
there was danger of Mr. Peper doing 








shame on his family as involve the 
business in loss.” 
Bore Blame for Father. 

Evidence brought out Thursday dis- 
closes how jealous Christian Peper 
of his reputation as a successful busi- 
ness man. He once made a failure of 
the cotton warehouse business, accord- 
ing to his son, Charles G. Peper, but was 
less concerned about the loss of $60,000 
than he was about the impairment of 
is business reputation which he thoueht 
would result from the fact becoming 
known that he had failed in the busi- 
ness. 

He exacted a pledge from Charles, the 
latter says, to take the blame for the 
failure and never tell that the business 
was his father’s. He acknowledged 
that he had gone so far as to perjure 
himself in his deposition to protect the 
business reputation of his father. by 
saying that Christian Peper had given 
him the money to go into business on 
his own account, but he broke the 
pledge on the witness stand and vowed 
that he would now tell the whole truth. 

He was 21 vears 0]4 when the unsuc- 
cessful enterprise was launched. When 
Judge Klein asked him if his father 
had not given him $50,000 or $60,000 at 
that time and he denied it tnerS was 
a good deal of surprise, as it was-known 
that ne had testified in his deposition 
that he had received such a sum. 

Son a Mere Figurehead. 

Raising his voice excitedly. Peper 
said: “I will explain that. My father 
did not give me the money. We were 
partners together. He put all the money 
in. I was a mere figurehead. My fa- 
ther said if the business was a success 
I would bea great man. If it failed I 
would get the blame. The business was 
a failure and the money was lost. My 
father wanted me to take the blame 
and I promised him I would never tell. 
When my deposition was taken I kept 
my promise, but now that everything is 
to be made public, I will tell the truth.” 

Judge Klein, reading from his deposi- 
tion, asked him if he had made the an- 
swers contained in it, to the effect that 
his father had given him the money. 
He acknowledged each answer. 

“Then when you made those answers 
you were not telling the truth,” said 
Judge Klein. 

“In that particular I was not.”’ 

The witness testifed that Christian 
Cornelius, protege of Christian Peper, 
‘ran the business in the ground” in 








Peper to take hold of it and build it up. 

He was not permitted to tell what 
had been done with a quart bottle of 
whisky which he brought with him 
from Louisville when he came a week 
before his father’s death. The purport- 
ed use of it came within the limits of 
the excluded death-bed testimony. 

He said he had regarded his father as 
of unsound mind after 1901, but admit- 
ted that he had given his father power 
of attorney to represent him at stock- 
holders’ meetings after that. and iden- 
tified in nis father’s private letter book 
a letter addressed to him cautioning 
him not to buy tobacco for the com- 
pany in such large quantities. He iden- 
tifled the signature of Christian Peper 
to minutes of directors’ meetings down 
to a few months before his death, but 
said that his father at that time would 
have signed anything, eyen a check for 
$100,000 if requeste@ to do so. 


Nicholas Bell on Stand. 

He said his salary was $5000 In 1902, 
while that wu Fred anu Cornelius was 
Only $3000, but added quickly that he 
would rather have their $3000 and what 
they got on the side f-om his father 
than his $5000. 

His father had told him, he said, that 
he did not intend that Cornelius should 
get anything from the estate. 

Nicholas M. Bell, son-in-law of Capt. 
Peper, testined that Capt. Pepers mind 
was much impaired during the last year 
of his life and that he would go out in 
the winter with a straw hat on. Capt. 
Peper told him, he said, that Fred and 
Chris would not permit him to let Mr. 
Bell have any stock in the incorporated 
company. 

He was not permitted to testify about 
what took place tn the sick room after 
Capt. Peper, realizing that he was about 
to die, had asked that all the children 
be summoned, as he had something to 
say to them, and Fred had come to the 
house in response to a message.

Arguments Are Heard Over 
Funds of Concerns in Re- 
ceiver’s Hands, 


Judges Sanborn and Hook of the Unit-. 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals heard | 


arguments Friday on the motion to re- 
quire State Treasurer Gmelich to pay 
into the hands of the receiver $1,042,000 
deposited with him to secure bonds ts- 
sued by the American Reserve Bond 
Co., the North American Investment 
Co. of North America and the Colonial 
Securities Co. of St. Louis. 

A receiver for these severa] compa- 
nies, which operated throughout the 
United States, 
The Mississippi Valley Trust Co. was 
appointed depository receiver in_ St. 
Louis, with Clinton P. Rowell as attor- 
ney. The three companies attempted to 
form a merger about the time the re- 
ceiver was appointed. Of the fund in 
the hands of the State Treasurer about 
$500,00) was deposited by the North 
American Investment Co.; $100,000 by the 
American Reserve Bond Co. and $400,000 
by the Colonial Securities Co. + 

The style of the case out of which 
the motion originated is Morrill 
against the three bond companies; 
Attorney-Genera] Hadley, as the legal 
representative of the State Treasurer, 
and W. H. Watkins, Supervisor of 
State Building and Loans. 

Attorney-General Hadley contends 
that the Federal Court has no juris- 
diction in this case; that the Missouri 
statutes provide the manner in which 
recéiverships shall be conducted and 
that the statutes should be _ followed 
in this case. He also contends that 
the money should not be paid into the 
hands of the receiver at this timé. 


Missouri! Bondholders’ Issue Later. 
A score of lawyers interested in the 
case were present in court. The 


question of whether the money now 
deposited with the Missouri Treas- 
urer shall ultimately be distributed 
among Missouri bond holders, or 
among the bond holders’ scattered 
throughout the several states, will 
have to be determined later. 

Hadiey contends that the money was 
deposited to secure Missouri bond hold- 
ers. Attorneys representing the bond- 
holders are not agreed on this proposi- 
tion. There were altogether about ten 
different suits, most of which have been 
into two or three distinct 
actions. Attorneys Clifford B. and W.

I think an“income tax would pro- 
vide enough revenue for the Government 
to justify the abolition of the tariff on 
some of our highly protected products. I 
believe the tariff should be employed to 
protect the American laborer and the 
American manufacturer, but not as a 
means of revenue for the Government. 

“T have devoted no attention to the 
details of an income tax law, but it 
geems to me that it should require 
éveryone having a good incom®, say at 
least $4000 or $5000 a vear. to pay taxes.” 

“Would you consider $5 on every $1000 
income a fair basis of taxation?’ Mr. 
Busch was asked. 

Has Not Sttudied Deails. 


“T should say that would be very, very 
low,”” he replied. ‘‘I believe the tax 
was $ per thousand during that war. 
Probably one-half of one per cent would 
be reasonable. At all events, we want 
an income-tax statute.

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BROCA’S CONVOLUTION. 


Does Broca’s convolution mean anything to you? 


No. 


#t 
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‘coming to a definite conclusion, 


Yet you are using it all the time—that is, if you 
are doing any good to yourself and the world. 

Broca’s convolution is a small part of your brain, 
and the reason you should know something about it 
is because it is by all odds the most important 


| part of the soft gray matter within your skull. 


Physicians had for decades tried to locate the part 
of the brain which controlled speech, but without 
In 1861 Paul Broea 
proved that, in the average person, a small tract in 
the left half of the brain is used as the instrument 
for turning thought into language. 

This little tract of brain tissue was therefore 
ealled Broca’s convolution. 

It is really double. There is a similar convolution 


-in the right half of your brain, 


But, unless you are left-handed, -you don’t use that

Your right hand is connected by nerves 
with your left brain, and vice versa.

your thought. And you have done so largely, if 
nok entirely, by using your hand. 

It has net been determined, but it is probably the 
fact, that the more you educate your hand, either 
right or left, as may be your custom, the more capa- 
ble of expressing your thought your brain will be- 
come, 

We know of some cases where a skilled hand and 
a great command of language went together. Leonar- 
do da Vinci was an expert mechanic, an eminent 
painter, and a teacher whose field covered nearly 
every branch of human knowledge. 

Gabriel Dante Rosetti used his hand to create 
masterpieces on the canvas, while his brain pro- 
duced what are perhaps the most melodious sonnets 
in the English language. 

Abraham Lincoln knew how to use his hands with 
effect, and his command of thought and diction was 
sufficient for one of the greatest crises in the his- 
tory of the nation. 

Gladstone used his hands as well as his brain. 
Roosevelt does the same, and others might be named 
who have been equally well balanced. 

But, perhaps, the most interesting thing about 
Broca’s convolution is the conclusion reached by emi- 
nent scientists that it proves there is a THINKER 
back of the brain. 

Who educated Broca’s convolution, in your brain, 
on the right side if you are left handed; or on the 
left side if, as is probably the case, you are right 
handed ?

If she tells you she is a graduate from a cooking school, ask to see her 
certificate. 

if, however, you are not paying high wages, select her for her willingness 
to be taught. 

Be firm and kind, but see to it that when you give an order it is obeyed. 

If after a fair trial the new maid does not seem to fill the place, tell her go, 
frankly and kindly, and reason with her. If this has no effect, give her 
week's notice or a week's pay in advance and let her go. 

Never, under any circumstances, discharge a servant in a fit of anger, 

If you engage a servant by the month pay her on the first day of the month. 
If by the week, on the last day of the week. 3 

Remember, if you discharge a servant before her week or month (or what- 
ever the period by which she {s engaged) is up, you are obliged by law to pay 
her full wages for that unexpired period. 

If, ‘on the contrary, a sérvant leaves of her own accord before the expira- 
tion of the month or week by which she is hired, she camnot. legally claim any. 
weges for 80 much of that month or week as she has worked, i
